Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  Registrar  General’s  figures  show  there  has  been 
an  increase  in  population  in  all  areas,  the  total  for  the  four  districts 
being  now  93,720. 

During  the  first  two  months  of  1956,  the  general 
sickness  figures  were  again  high,  but  this  was  not  due  to  any 
particular  type  of  illness. 

Progress  has  been  proceeding  slowly  on  slum  clear¬ 
ance  by  the  four  councils.  A  number  of  areas  have  been  confirmed 
without  an  appeal,  but  in  other  cases  an  enquiry  has  been  arranged. 
A  number  of  houses  have  also  been  dealt  with  as  individual  houses, 
and  in  all  of  these  the  Council  has  assumed  its  moral  responsibility 
of  rehousing  tenants  of  unfit  houses. 

The  responsibility  for  medical  control  of  crews 
arriving  direct  at  Filton  Aerodrome  has  been  uiider  review  and 
during  the  year  arrangements  have  been  completed  for  responsib¬ 
ility  for  medical  control  to  be  accepted  by  Sodbury  Rural  District 
Council,  under  Public  Health  (Aircraft)  Regulations  1952. 

The  Sanitary  Inspectors  (Change  of  Designation) 
Act,  1956  provides  that  in  future  sanitary  inspectors  shall  be 
designated  Public  Health  Inspectors.

A  scheme  for  the  laying  of  3"  and  4"  water  mains  to 
serve  the  village  of  Cold  Ashton  and  the  hamlets  of  Pennsylvania 
and  Nimlett,  has  been  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government. 

The  estimated  cost  is  £17,884  and  the  work  will  be 
carried  out  by  the  West  Gloucestershire  Water  Company  subject 
to  payment  by  the  Council  of  a  non-refundable  capital  deficiency 
contribution  of  £12,177. 

Dyrham  and  Hinton. 

The  village  of  Dyrham  is  at  present  served  by  a 
private  estates  supply  which  is  inadequate  and  a  scheme  suggested 
by  the  West  Gloucestershire  Water  Company  for  the  laying  oZ 
approximately  3,300  yards  of  3"  and  4"  main  at  an  estimated  cost 
of  £8,651,  has  been  considered  by  the  Council. 

Approval  of  the  scheme  is  subject  to  satisfactory 
arrangements  being  agreed  with  owners  of  properties  to  be  served 
as  to  contributions. 

Iron  Acton. 

By  a  joint  agreement  with  the  Thornbury  Rural 
District  Council  a  scheme  for  the  laying  of  approximately  1,770 
yards  of  4"  main  along  the  Wotton  Road  at  Iron  Acton,  has  been 
approved  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 

This  extension,  estimated  to  cost  £5000,  will  enable 
the  West  Gloucestershire  Water  Company  to  supply  the  Parish  of 
Rangeworthy  in  Thornbury  R.D.C’s.  area  and  later,  the  hamlet 
of  Bagstone  on  the  northern  boundary  of  Rangeworthy  parish  in 
this  district. 

HAWKESBURY  WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  CounciPs  pumping  station  at  Kilcot  Valley  has 
functioned  satisiactorily  during  the  year  under  review  and  new 
connections  have  been  made  both  to  farms  and  domestic  premises. 

The  average  daily  consumption  has  been  56,925 
gallons  with  a  total  of  20,832,740  gallons  for  the  year  as  against 
23,940,790  gallons  last  year,  a  decrease  of  12.9%. 

The  maximum  rest  level  of  the  water  in  the  well  is 
15'  but  due  to  prolonged  dry  spells  in  the  first  half  of  the  year  and 
the  latter  half  of  1955  this  fell  to  an  average  depth  of  8'. 

Although  sterile  samples  or  water  have  been  obtained 
from  the  well,  the  water  is  chlorinated  as  a  precautionary  measure, 
the  residual  chlorine  being  0.1  parts  per  million  in  the  output  water.

close  of  the  year  056  about  8(Wo  of  the  sewers  had  been  laid  and 
more  than  half  the  house  connections  made.  W’ork  had  commenced 
on  the  additional  units  on  the  sewage  disposal  works  site. 


Existing  Works. 

Apart  from  some  ditliculty  experienced  at  the 
Marshfield  and  Nibley  works  with  sludge,  all  the  Sewage  works 
have  functioned  satisfactorily  during  the  year  under  review. 
Routine  samples  of  final  elTluent,  with  very  few  exceptions,  come 
up  to  the  standards  required. 

In  order  to  cope  with  the  sludge  drying  ditficuUies 
the  sludge  bed  areas  are  to  be  increased  at  Marshfield  and  it  is  pro¬ 
posed  to  construct  sludge  digestion  tanks  at  Nibley. 


Storm  W-ater  Sew  er,  Southmead  Road,  Eilton. 

The  Council  have  agreed  to  the  construction  of  a 
surface  water  sewer  in  order  to  relie\e  the  hood  conditions 
occasioned  by  the  surcharge  of  the  foul  sewers  during  periods  of 
heavy  rainfall.

There  has  been  a  continuation  of  private  and  council 
building  development  necessitating  the  sewering  of  sites.  Other 
than  this,  there  has  been  no  major  extension  to  the  sewerage  of  the 
district. 


The  position  created  at  Conham  Sewage  Works  due 
to  overloading  gave  cause  for  some  concern.  The  Joint  Sewerage 
Committee  has  had  under  consideration  the  need  for  extensions, 
but  in  view  of  long-term  sewerage  developments  in  the  City  of 
Bristol,  which  include  proposals  ultimately  to  take  crude  sewage 
from  Kingswood  and  Warmley  into  the  City’s  sewerage  system,  it 
is  not  likely  the  capital  expenditure  on  works  extension  will  be 
permitted. 


SODBURY  RURAL  DISTRICT 
MEAT  INSPECTION. 

There  are  at  the  present  time  ten  slaughterhouses  in 
the  area,  of  which  two  are  used  daily,  six  used  two  or  three  times 
a  week,  with  the  other  two  being  used  for  occasional  slaughter.  The 
licences  issued  on  de-control  remain  in  force  until  June  30th  1957. 

The  provisions  of  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations 
1924(8[i])  are  strictly  adhered  to,  all  carcases  and  offals  are  inspect¬ 
ed  before  release. 

All  condemned  meat  and  edible  offals  are  coloured 
with  acid  green  before  disposal  to  licensed  traders. 

Routine  inspection  of  slaughterhouses,  lairages  and 
premises  together  with  equipment  is  carried  out  to  ensure  that  they 
are  suitably  kept  and  maintained. 

Once  again  the  staff  of  The  Preventive  Medicine 
Department  has  given  valuable  advice  both  on  meat  inspection  and 
problems  connected  with  unsound  foods  generally. 

The  information  on  post  mortem  inspections  of 
animal  carcases  is  given  in  tabular  form. 
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APPENDIX  Carcases  and  Offal  inspected  and  condemned  in  whole  or  in  part. 
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During  the  past  twelve  months  the  total  amounts  of 
both  meat  and  other  foods  condemned  is  as  follows :  -

During  the  year  a  great  deal  of  attention  has  been 
given  to  the  inspection  of  all  food  premises  in  the  area  to  ensure 
compliance  with  the  new  regulations. 

In  order  that  all  traders  within  the  district  could  be 
made  fully  aware  of  their  responsibility  and  also  an  opportunity 
to  discuss  their  problems  arising  from  the  introduction  of  the  new 
regulations,  it  was  felt  that  the  initial  approach  should  be  through 
a  series  of  meetings. 

Tour  such  meetings  were  held  at  different  venues  to 
cover  the  whole  of  the  district.  Response  was  excellent,  film  shows 
were  given  in  addition  to  talks  leading  to  discussions  on  the  subject, 
with  particular  reference  to  personal  cleanliness. 

Full  scale  inspections  were  started  in  April  and  it  was 
pleasing  to  note  that  despite  the  fairly  high  standards  of  Hygiene 
that  had  prevailed  in  the  past,  traders  were  anxious  to  co-operate 
still  more  with  the  department  in  order  to  further  improve  their 
standards. 

One  small  cafe  was,  however,  found  to  be  below  the 
general  standard  demanded  by  the  new  regulations  and  in  view  of 
the  structural  alterations  required  to  comply  with  them  the 
proprietor  decided  to  voluntarily  close  the  premises. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  only  one  case  of  food 
poisoning  was  notified  during  the  year  under  review.

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Some  forty  premises  were  visited,  which  included 
2  /  3  visits  in  most  cases.  In  many  cases  notices  for  compliance  with 
the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1955  were  served. 

No  Food  Guilds  have  been  formed  in  the  area  but 
opportunity  is  taken  from  time  to  time  to  lecture  to  discussion 
groups  and  food  handlers  on  the  importance  of  food  hygiene. 

Tinned  goods  are  disposed  of  for  animal  feeding  to 
reputable  stockmen.  Carcase  meat  is  consigned  to  a  Bristol  refinery 
for  conversion. 

Three  tons  of  chopped  pork  for  pie-making  was 
inspected  and  as  a  result  it  was  returned  to  the  consignor  for 
animal  feeding. 

Most  of  the  ice-cream  sold  in  the  area  is  heat-treated 
and  pre-packed  by  national  manufacturers.  Only  one  person  is 
registered  for  manufacture  of  ice-cream  on  his  own  premises. 

Most  of  the  larger  food  premises  were  inspected  for 
compliance  with  new  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  and  notices 
served  as  appropriate. 

All  premises  were  sent  a  circular  letter  and  printed 
extracts  oi  the  Regulations. 


MANGOTSFIELD  URBAN  DISTRICT 
Food  Inspection 

There  are  60  food  premises  in  the  area,  30  of  which 
are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  and  12  for  the  manufacture 
of  sausages,  etc.,  under  the  Food  &  Drugs  Act,  1955.  There  are  2 
Dairies  carrying  out  pasturisation. 

The  disposal  of  comdemned  food  is  dealt  with  by  the 
issue  of  voluntary  surrender  notes,  and  it  has  not  been  necessary  to 
carry  out  formal  seizure  of  any  food  during  the  year.  Generally 
speaking  the  quantity  of  food  stuffs  unfit  for  human  consumption 
has  been  very  small.  All  food  premises  are  regularly  inspected  and 
the  terms  of  the  Food  Hygience  Regulations  are  being  enforced 
where  necessary.  Lectures  on  Public  Health  have  been  given 
throughout  the  area  to  various  organisations  with  particular 
reference  to  food  hygiene. 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1955/56. 

A  digest  of  the  regulations  was  printed  and  circulated 
to  all  food  premises  in  the  district.  Generally,  the  majority  of  shops 
will  be  able  to  comply  with  the  regulations  at  reasonable  expense.

(a)  New  Houses. 

There  was  a  continuation  of  private  building  on  a 
fairly  large  scale;  most  of  the  remaining  available  building  land 
being  brought  into  use.  Main  areas  of  development  were  at  Chip- 
house  Road,  Champion  Lane /Pound  Rd.,  Charn  Hill,  Woodstock, 
Memorial  Road,  Hanham  and  Mount  Hill/Hollyguest  Road, 
Altogether  210  new  houses  were  built. 

The  Council  also  built  25  houses  on  sites  at  Tudor 
Road,  Hanham  and  Chipperfield  Drive. 

(b)  Clearance  of  Unfit  Dwellings. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a  start  was  made  to  deal 
with  the  1956  programme  under  the  Housing  Survey.  Seven  official 
Representations  were  made  to  Council  covering  nineteen  dwellings. 
The  Orders  were  submitted  for  confirmation  in  December,  1956. 
Seventeen  individual  unfit  houses  were  also  dealt  with  either  by 
demolition  orders  or  acceptance  of  undertakings. 

Eleven  houses  were  demolished.  Nine  families 
totalling  34  persons  were  displaced  .Fifty-six  houses  were  repaired 
under  the  Public  Health  or  Housing  Acts.

The  Council  carry  out  the  treatment  to  dwelling 
houses  in  the  district  free,  but  a  charge  is  made  for  all  Business 
Premises. 


Sewer  baiting  was  carried  out  during  the  year,  and 
where  infestations  were  found  poison  was  laid.  New  drainage  work 
in  the  area  is  being  checked  to  eliminate  any  infestation  that  may 
have  occured  during  construction  and  before  the  drains  are  sealed.

Rodent  Control. 

A  full-time  operator  is  engaged  in  rodent  control  on 
surface  infestations  and  sewer  treatment.  Special  attention  is  paid 
to  sites  providing  high  risk  such  as  the  Council’s  refuse  tips  and 
waste  paper  store.  Permanent  baiting  points  are  set  up  and  very 
little  infestation  from  the  occasional  marauder  is  found  to  exist.

The  position  with  regard  to  infestation  by  rats  and 
mice  is  satisfactory  throughout  the  District.  No  major  infestation 
occurred  during  the  year  under  review.

In  November,  the  Unit  was  stationed  at  a  factory  in 
Yate,  and  again  evening  sessions  were  available  for  members  of  the 
general  public  who  took  advantage  of  this  opportunity. 

HOME  HELP  SERVICE. 

The  request  for  this  Service  continues  to  grow.  The 
greatest  proportion  of  cases  is  with  the  aged  and  chronic  sick,  but 
maternity  and  general  sickness  cases  are  also  covered. 

By  the  end  of  the  year,  322  families  were  being  helped 
weekly,  of  these  270  were  Chronic  Sick,  Old  Age  or  Tuberculous 
patients. 

Applications  for  assistance  should  be  made  to  the 
Home  Help  Organisers  at  the  Divisional  Health  Office,  High  Street, 
Kingswood.  Telephone  number  Bristol  67-3052.  The  Service  is  not 
free,  but  the  County  Council  have  determined  a  scale  of  charges 
depending  upon  income  and  no  charge  is  made  to  those  who  are  at 
the  bottom  of  the  income  group.
